I/ON DON, March 22.—Dis­ 
patches received here this aft­ 
ernoon declared that hundreds 
of northern troops have brok­ 
en through the barriers of the 
international 
settlement 
in 
Shanghai. 
If 
confirmed 
these 
dis­ 
patches may be the forerun­ 
ner of grave news, for the 
fleeing northern troops have 
been engaging in looting in 
the native city and they may 
be expected to come into early 
conflict 
with 
the 
foreign 
forces within the internation­ 
al settlement. A conflict be­ 
tween the foreign troops and 
the Chinese holds grave pos­ 
sibilities. 
Foreign office advices received 
during the afternoon stated th a t 
the situation in Shanghai is well 
in hand and 
the 
foreign 
settle­ 
m ents are safe. 
This was accept­ 
ed here as indicating th a t the Chi­ 
nese troops which were reported 
to have broken through the b ar­ 
riers had been driven out w ith­ 
out, serious conflict. 
L ater dispatches stated that the 
northern 
troops 
w ere 
disarm ed 
and ejected from the international 
settlem ent.
